H E King of Sweden infifting perempto- 

rily that Satisfaction be given him on 

his Demands,the Emperour has caus'd C. 

Zobor to be brought hither, and order’d 

the Fifcal to profecute him forthwith, 

for ufing indecent Language towards Baron Stralen- 

heim. His Imperial Majefty has likewife fent Or- 

der to Count Eck, who commands on the River 

Marck, to fend fome Squadrons after the Mufco- 

vites who fled from the Rhine and are retiring thro’ 

Moravia. to Poland, to ftop them and bring them 

back, that they may be deliver'd up to the King 

of Sweden : But ‘tis believ'd ‘twill be impoffible to 

overtake them, becaufe they are already far ad- 

vanc'd on their Way, and py hiring Waggons keep 
going Day and Night. 4 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated June 11. 

Vienna, May 28. Count Eck fent a Detachment 
of Horfe in Purfuir of the Mufcovites who took 
their Way to Poland by the Pafs of Jablunka ; bur 
tho’ that Detachment made fo much Hafte after 
them that 20 of their Horfes drop’d in the Road, 
‘twas tono purpofe; for we have Advice that the 
Mulcovites are asriv’d fafe ac Warfaw. 

Hamburg, June 7. "Tis advis'd from Saxony, that 
King Auguftus had fent Councellor Robelen and 
General Kanitz to the King of Sweden, to defire a 
right Information touching the intended March of 
the Swedes, and to urge his Swedifh Majefty to 
give a plain Anfwer. P.S. This Evening we re- 
ceiv'd Letters from Leipfich dated the 4th Inftanr, 
advifing that the King of Sweden had {pent feveral 
Days in muftering his Troops, and that they are to 
march aut of Saxony the 18th Inftanc. 


Hague, June 7. ‘ Upon the Advices that came in. 


* Yefterday of the Progrefs of the Enemy in Germa- 
‘ ny, the Stares took Occafion to order Deputies to 
‘take a folemn and vigorous Remonftrance to the 
* Minifters of the Germanick Body refiding here. 
* The Deputies acquitted themfelves of their Com- 
* mifion in fuch earneft and pathetick Terms, as 
* might make thofe Minifters reflect with Confu- 
; fion on the Supinenefs with which their Principals 
, May with juft Caufe be reproach’d ; and in Con- 
, clufion exhorted them to write to their Mafters to 

haften the March of their Quotas of Troops,and to 
‘do what more they are able, for redreffing the 
_ hatter’d Affairs of the Empire. They told the 
; Emperour’s Minifter in particular, that of all others 
_ the Court of Vienna oughr certainly to do the 
} they can, and yer the Treops they thould 
‘have fent to the Rhine are ftill in Bavaria: 
. Fe anfwer'd ‘twas true they are ftill in Bavaria, 


‘but they are there out of Necedlity, becaufe Af- 
* fairs in that Country are in a very un{etled Pofture. 
* To keep the King of Portugal firm in the Alliance, 
“the States have paid bis Envoy here Part of the 
* Subfidies due to him, and are abour to make fur- 
“ther Remittances to Lisbon, with Affurances of 
* fupporting him to the urmoft of their Power: We 
‘learn from England, that her Britannick Majefty 
‘ has taken like prudent Meafures. Yefterday {e- 
* veral Minifters of the Empire, as the Pruffian En- 
* voy, thac of Wirtemberg, and others, made In- 
* ftances to the States Deputies in the Congrefs, that 
* the Troops of King Auguftus which Great-Britain 
‘ and Holland have taken into their Servive, may 
* now be employ’d in Germagy : ’Tis fuppos’a their 
‘ High Mightineffes will confider this Propofiion, 
* and conform themfelves to the Refolution ber Ma- 
jefty thalltake upon it. The Regiments that were 
*‘ fent up to Munfter are coming back to Brabant 
* with all Expedition; and the States have defir'd 
‘the Regiment of Nagel may return likewife: 
‘ That Demand will do doubr be eafily comply’d 
* with ; for we have Advice that the Deputies of 
‘his Highnefs of Paderborn have taken Poffeifion 
* of the Bithoprick of Munfter, and caus’d Te Deum 
‘to be fung inthe Cathedral ; andthe Chapter 
* have readily given up the Adminiftration of the 
* Bifhoprick to his Highnefs, who bas thereupon 
‘treated them very magnificently. Count Maffei, 
‘ who was to have gone co the Court of Berlin, 
‘ having receiv'd Letters by an Exprefs from Tu- 
‘ rin, fet out to Day for Brabant to confer with the 
* Duke of Marlborough : The Emperour’s Envoy is 
* likewife gone to his Grace. 
Hague,June 10. * 'Tis furmis'd by the moft intelli- 
* gent Perfons here, that the Bufinefs the Emperour’s 
* Minifter is gone about to the Duke of Marl- 
* borough, is tv reprefent to him the Reafons upon 
‘ which the Court of Vienna profecute their Defign 
* upon the Kingdom of Naples: And {cme think 
* he will likewife confer with his Grace upon the 
‘ Apprehenfion that Court is in of the Swedes ; who 
* have found a new Subject of Difpute with the 
‘ Emperour: ’Tis this, Baron Stralenbeim in his 
‘ Journey from Vienna to Saxony met in Bohemia 
“the Mufcovite Troops in their Flight from the 
‘ Rhire to Poland: To get clear of them, he or- 
‘ der'd his Servants to tell the Mufcovire Officers 
that be was Count Wackerbaerd the Ge- 
‘neral: The Swedes give out that thofe Officers 
‘ being deceiv’d by that Fiction, fairly own’d to 
* Baron Stralenheim, that they were making their 
‘ Efcape with the Connivanee of the Imperial Court. 
‘ M. Duyvenvoorde, Prefident of the Council of 
* State of this Province of Holland, died here the 
Sth Inftant. His excellent Qualities make him 
‘ univerfally lameated. The College of Nobles of 
* this Province are to appoint his Succeffour on their 
* Part in the {aid Council of Stase: M. 
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« who is the Eldeft Member of that College, is like 
‘to be chofen for that high Dignity, which ina 
« Manner gives the Perfon that 1s poffefs'd of it the 
* Direétion of ail che Affairs of the Province. Tis 
‘erae chat civil (ru‘t is incompatible with the mi- 
‘licary, and therefore M. d’Obdam cannot have it 
‘ without giving up bis Commiifion of General of 
‘the Horfs, his Government of Boifleduc, and his 
* Regimenc of Horfe, which are worth him 40000 
‘ Florins a Year.
